for.an. annuity offered het of 600 franca a 
year, to acknowledge heraclf. to be o 
~ woman of improper character, was turned 
out of Franco on the charge of vagibondage. 
This was in 1837, when railways did not 
exist at Paris, Sho was placed under polico 
escort and marched from gondarmorie, to 
gondarmerie all the way to tho Rhino op- 
posito Keb), whore she was put into a ferry 
and sent across, For some yearasho wroto 
~ ¥o friends at Tarascon and spoke of a.child, 
alittle girl. Thon ahe ceased writing,'and 
nothing moro was-heard of her. Mistral is 
a first cousin of tho pool. He iy now an 
old man, vory much bent, and has a beaten- 
down and frightened manner. His mad- 
houso oxperioncos at different times wore 
moro dreadful than thoso which bofoll a 
leading character in ona of Charles Reade’a 
novels. He did-not believe that ho was go- 
ing to be, taken’ before o tribunil to plead 
“his own caso until he was actually there, 
whon he burst into tears, and was too much 
affocted for a considerable time to speak, 
but on boing gently reassured by tho Pre- 
sidont ho told his story in a trembling voico, 
‘but in o perfectly, lucid manner, and an- 
swored a number of test questions put to 
him. Only ono pornon in Tarnseon, his 
native town, whom he knew before ho was 
incarcorated, in now alive. ‘Tho atory of 
Mistral is as follows :—-He was sent on loav- 
ing college to act as a travelling ayent to his 
father, who was a rich manufacturer. Thore 
he fell in love with o Polish operatic singer 
named Dombrowska, whom he married at 
Posen. Ho wrote to his. father apprising 
him of his intention, end received an answer 
to the effact that the paternal consont which 
French law demands would be givenif thero 
‘was fortuno, but not unless. Jean Mintral’s 
aupplics wore stopped when. he apprised his 
parents of his marriage, and ho and his 
wifo lived on the procoeds of hor lyrical 
engagements. Her voice aftor they came to 
Franco fsiled her. They go’as woll as they 
“gould to Tarascon, whors tho door of tho 
paternal house was shut in their facos, Ho 
and she thon wont about the country a8 
‘wandering musicians. Measures wore taken 
by tho father to aet aside the murriage, but 
ag the gon rofused to benefit by thom thore 
wore many hitches, At last the poor wifa 
consented to temporary scparation, in tho 
hope that if her husband went back to 
farascon without her ho would bo relieved, 
and that ho would by patienco and his mo- 
ther’s help bring hia family to receive hor. 
Tt was whon ho was away from hor that he 
yas arrested as & furious lunatic and taken 
to the madhouse, whers he has bcon forty- 
seven years, A cousin of his, named Four- 
nier, tock up his couso a grent many yoara 
0, but the combination against the se- 
questrated millionaire was 80 strong that 
nothing could be done for him. It was not 
until tho Vollaive took.the mattor up three
